A DEPRESSED patient who fell in love with a nurse 
after he was discharged told a hearing their relation¬ 
ship was purely ‘therapeutic’ during treatment at a 
psychiatric unit. 

Wendy Lellek is accused of dishonesty and making nearly 700 illicit 
phone calls to him while he was a patient. 

But the man, who moved in with the nurse almost immediately 
after she stopped overseeing his care at the centre run by the South 
Staffordshire and Shropshire NHS Foundation Trust in Oswestry, 
said that she had not behaved improperly.

The new contract will run for 10 years, 
with an option to extend this for a further 
five, subject to performance.

Their 
tender was a clear winner which surpassed 
others in both quality and price.” 

Serco has promised significant new capi¬ 
tal investment in the leisure facilities, par¬ 
ticularly in improved fitness provision. 

Serco managing director, Keith Thomas, 
said its mission was to ‘provide active and 
healthy lifestyles for all, in a safe, warm, 
clean, friendly, fun environment’ at an 
affordable cost. Existing council staff will 
transfer to the new provider on their cur¬ 
rent terms and conditions of employment. 


The man, referred to as Mr A, told a Nurs¬ 
ing and Midwifery Council hearing yester¬ 
day that the affair would not still be going 
today if he thought Lellek had behaved 
improperly. 

“If I was in any doubt that this is what 
happened, I wouldn’t be with Wendy today 
and my mum and dad would know about it. 

“With the phone calls, they were thera¬ 
peutic, afterwards it was social and then it 
became personal.’ 

Lellek, a senior mental health nurse with 
the North Shropshire Community Mental 
Health Team, began treating Mr A on Sep¬ 
tember 19, 2004 after he tried to self-harm 
and admitted beginning a relationship with 
Mr A in July 2007 when he was discharged 
from her care. She has confessed to making 
hundreds of calls on her work mobile to Mr 
A as their relationship grew, and admits she 
broke acceptable professional boundaries. 

Exposed 

But she denies dishonesty, and argues 
late-night and weekend phone calls to Mr A 
in the months before his discharge were not 
inappropriate. 

Peter Melleney, for the NMC, suggested a 
patient preparing to be discharged would 
not need repeated out-of-hours calls from a 
therapist, and Lellek’s calls must have been 
personal. But Mr A said he ‘had a better 
chance of getting help from the person who 
knew the most information about me’. 

The affair was exposed when Mr A told 
one of her colleagues that he had moved in 
with the nurse, in April 2008. 

But he initially lied about having a per¬ 
sonal relationship with Lellek when quizzed 
by NHS managers, the hearing was told. 

Lellek denies failing to update Mr A’s care 
plan, as well as that the phone calls while he 
was a patient were inappropriate and that 
her fitness to continue as a nurse has been 
impaired. The hearing continues.

State-of-the-art 
youth centre to 
open its doors 

A MULTI-million pound youth centre being built in 
Oswestry could be completed and ready for use by the end 
of August. 

The state-of-the-art My Space is currently being created 
on the site of the former Centre North West, off Oak Street. 
Officials say the centre is expected to be completed by 
August 31. 

Youngsters have been helping to design and equip the 
£2.2 million building and have even been allowed to take 
part in work experience at the site. 

Interclass, the builders working on the centre, is carrying 
out external works at the moment to make sure it is water¬ 
tight. Inside the building the walls have been plastered and 
have been given the first coat of paint. 

Young people have been helping with the design, plans, 
colours, furniture and equipment as the building takes 
shape. They are now working with Shropshire Council to 
create a page on Facebook to promote it. 

Four youngsters were also invited to the site to learn 
about the building industry and given a training course on 
health and safety for building sites. 

Councillor Vince Hunt said: “I am naturally delighted 
that the project is moving forward and that four young peo¬ 
ple have been involved and had valuable work experience. 

“It is also creditable that young people have been involved 
in the design of the centre, even down to paint colours and 
furniture choices. 

“I am looking forward to the opening, and delivering top 
quality youth facilities and services that will be the envy of 
the rest of Shropshire, if not further afield. Well done to all. ” 

Funding has come from various Government grants and 
Big Lottery funding. Once complete, the centre will boast 
facilities from rooms for musicians looking for practice 
space to ramps and skateboard equipment, which will be 
used inside and outside the building. 


The club’s chairman, Neil 
Jones, said the travellers left 
peacefully between 10.30am 
and 11am. 

But after looking around 
the grounds he has discov¬ 
ered there has been a 
“tremendous pool” of rub¬ 
bish left on the community 
football pitches which will 
now have to be cleared up. 

He said there was rubbish 
and waste where caravans 
had been and that the 
pitches had been churned 
up. 

Rubbish 

“It’s left us with a 
tremendous pool of rubbish 
to clear up and hard work to 
get the pitches back. There 
are bin bags, bedding, 
clothes and waste strewn 
around the pitch,” he said. 

“We have met some pro¬ 
fessional people and believe 
there is about £5,00 worth of 
damage and will now talk to 
the insurance company and 
other companies.” 

He said they planned to 
make the temporary fences 
secure. 

The travellers arrived at 
the Park Hall pitches when 
they found the site of their 
Christian travellers’ event 
at Halston Hall, near Whit¬ 
tington were waterlogged. 

They camped on the sur¬ 
face of the overflow car park, 
to the left of the senior 
pitches, and on other 
pitches. 

There are fears thousands 
of pounds of damage may 
have been caused because 
vehicles had been driven 
across the pitches. 

The club had planned a 
five-a-side festival last week¬ 
end, but it has been post¬ 
poned.

In April 2008, bosses found out about the 
relationship and launched an investigation 
into Lellek’s conduct, the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council hearing was told yester¬ 
day. 

Lellek admitted having a personal and 
sexual relationship with the man, referred 
to as Mr A, and accepted she had broken 
professional boundaries. 

Lellek confessed to using her work phone 
to call Mr A between July 13, 2007 and 
August 2008, in breach of the health trust’s 
rules. 

But she denies her actions were dishon¬ 
est. 

Mr A was admitted for treatment by the 
community mental health team based in 
Oswestry, at which Lellek was a senior 
nurse, on September 19, 2004 after an inci¬ 
dent of attempted self-harm. 

Unusual 

Lellek oversaw Mr A’s care until he was 
discharged in July 2007. 

But her boss at the time, Paul Cooper, 
told the hearing calls out of hours and at 
weekends to patients were unusual, and 
personal calls on work phones should have 
been declared. 

He said: “I would question whether 
there was any clinical need to speak to him 
so frequently when he was preparing to be 
discharged.” 

During an internal disciplinary investi¬ 
gation, Lellek admitted helping Mr A to 
move house, as well as meeting him for cof¬ 
fees and going for walks together. 

But she did not tell her colleagues what 
she was doing at any point before the rela¬ 
tionship was discovered, Mr Cooper added. 

Mr Melleney said there was evidence of 
misconduct and as a result Lellek’s fitness 
to practice was impaired. 

Lellek told the hearing today she was 
still in a relationship with Mr A. She denies 
inappropriately calling Mr A out of hours 
and while on holiday, and rejects claims she 
failed to update his care plan while treating 
him. 

She denies her fitness to practise is cur¬ 
rently impaired. 

The hearing continues.

Ecologists 
make bat 
survey call 
over plans 

ECOLOGISTS say a survey 
should be carried out to 
check for the presence of 
bats before councillors 
decide whether redundant 
buildings at a village pub 
near Oswestry should be 
changed into houses. 

A planning application 
has been lodged to develop 
the two outbuildings to the 
rear of the Miner’s Arms 
pub in Morda. 

The buildings once served 
as the coach house and barn 
to the village pub but have 
been unused for several 
years. 

Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council has backed the plan, 
saying the proposal would 
bring small starter homes to 
the middle of the village. 

But Shropshire Council’s 
planning ecologists, who 
have been consulted on the 
bid, said more work should 
be done to check for bats in 
the buildings. 

They said the work had to 
be done to ensure the plan¬ 
ning scheme would not 
cause an offence under the 
Conservation of Habitats 
and Species Regulations. 

The ecologists said the 
survey was required as the 
application involved agricul¬ 
tural buildings. 

And they said if any evi¬ 
dence of bats was discov¬ 
ered, or uncertainty 
remained, then a further 
survey in the form of up to 
two to three dusk/dawn sur¬ 
veys may be required.

Group’s designs featured 
on diamond jubilee china

DESIGNS created by an Oswestry 
art group have been used on 
jubilee mugs and plates commis¬ 
sioned by the prestigious online 
retailer Designed in England. 

The Project Group in Oswestry was asked 
by the owner of Designed in England 
Suzanne Tanner to produce designs for two 
British bone china items to commemorate 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

More than 20 members of the award-win¬ 
ning social enterprise organisation submit¬ 
ted designs for selection, one to be applied to 
a jubilee mug, the other to a commemorative 
plate, to be produced by a commercial man¬ 
ufacturer in Stoke-on-Trent. 

The winning design for the plate, a collage 
of the Queen’s head and upper body was the 
work of Jessica Harris and Mascha 
Willutzki, while the mug, featuring the 
Queen’s much-loved corgis, was a collabora¬ 
tive effort by the whole group. 

Boost 

“This commission has given a real boost to 
the confidence of the group,” said Gabi 
Hampson, development officer at the Project 
Group. 

“To see the jubilee plate and mug on sale 
on a prestigious website such as 
www.designedinengland.co.uk is testimony 
to the quality and standard of the work done 
by our members.”

Can we suspend employee without pay? 

Q: We have an employee who has been arrested and charged as it is alleged he has stolen large amounts of money from our company. The employee is not in custody and we 
do not want him to come into work so we want to suspend him. His contract of employment allows us to suspend him with pay. However, as the allegations are so serious we 
want to withhold his pay during the period of suspension. If after we have investigated there is no case to answer, we would then pay him full backdated pay. Can we do this? 

A: As a starting point, you should research the background of the builder. Check for any complaints made about the builder and whether they are members of an association or 
if they are accredited by a recognised trade body. Most importantly, don’t be afraid to ask for references from previous customers. 

When allegations are serious employers often suspend employees during a period of investigation. If the contract of employment only allows suspension with pay you should not withhold 
pay during the period of suspension. Where there is no contractual right to withhold pay during suspension it is only in very rare circumstances (e.g. if the employee was remanded in 
custody and it was therefore impossible for them to work) that an employer could potentially suspend the employee without pay. 

As your employee has not been remanded in custody and is ready, willing and able to work despite you not wanting him to attend the workplace, he is entitled to be paid during his 
suspension. If you did withhold your employee’s pay when his contract of employment entitles him to pay whilst suspended, he could bring a claim against your company for unlawful 
deductions of pay in the Employment Tribunal and seek to recover the pay from your company. 

Employment law is complex so it is always advisable to take legal advice to clarify your position. Some law firms such as ourselves offer free employment contract health checks that would 
pick up issues such as you are now faced with. Getting your contracts checked might enable you to avoid similar problems in the future.

Keep up with the Royals

SIX students from Shropshire and 
Mid Wales will be stepping back 
in time to try to find out more 
about archaeological sites in 
Powys. 

Staff at the Clwyd-Powys Archaeological 
Trust in Welshpool will be working along¬ 
side pupils on work experience placements 
in the hope of inspiring the youngsters to 
take up future careers in discovering the 
past. 

The pupils, aged 15 and 16 from schools 
including Baschurch, Wem, Welshpool, 
Llanfair Caereinion and Knighton, will be 
joining CPAT between July 9 and 13 for 
work-experience placements to excavate a 
large stone found buried on land at Middle- 
town near Welshpool. 

Puzzled 


The owners, Chris and Alexa Bartram 
contacted CPAT when they became puzzled. 

Mr Bartram said: “I was clearing stones 
from a corner of our field before mowing net¬ 
tles and discovered that one of the rocks was 
embedded in the ground, I started to dig it 
out but stopped as soon as I realised it was 
bigger than usual. I thought it might be an 
ancient standing stone that had toppled 
over so we decided to pay CPAT a visit. 

Jeff Spencer, historic environment officer 
for CPAT, said the youngsters would be 
investigating the stone closer in a bid to find 
out more about it. 

He said: “The students have arranged the 
placements themselves with support from 
their schools and Careers Wales/Gyrfa 
Cymru. CPAT’s aim is to introduce the stu¬ 
dents to archaeology and encourage them to 
pursue it as a career.” 

CPAT is one of four Welsh archaeological 
trusts working closely with other national, 
regional and local bodies, to help protect, 
record and interpret all aspects of the his¬ 
toric environment for the whole of Wales.

DAVID Derbyshire can’t be late. 
He’s just started a new job as a 
cleaner and is eager to get 
going. 

“I’m just walking the dog before I go to 
work,” he says, toddling along Vyrnwy 
Road, in Oswestry, alongside his Golden 
Retriever, Goldie. 

“I always like to get her out first thing 
in the morning, before I go out.” 

In times of austerity, it seems that one 
of the fastest expanding areas of employ¬ 
ment is cleaning - that is, folk too busy to 
spring clean their own homes are paying 
Cinderella to do it for them. 

As part of his job, David, who proudly 
wears his new cleaning uniform, a blue 
polo shirt brandishing the name of the 
firm he works for, Ultra Clean, cleans 
houses and flats - mainly domestic prop¬ 
erties. 

Is it something he enjoys? Domestically, 
men aren’t famously known for being 
familiar with a feather duster and a vac¬ 
uum cleaner. 

“I do like it. I only started this week but 
it’s good. Cleaning is important to people 
because a lot them haven’t got the time to 
do it.” 

Does he mind cleaning his own house 
after a long day doing other people’s? 

“It’s a bit tedious, but it’s something 
you have got to do. And you don’t get paid 
when you clean your own house!” he 
jokes. 

I leave him to it. He’s in a rush to get to 
work, although Goldie is clearly oblivious 
to the urgency as the 13-year-old dawdles 
contentedly along pavement. 


Down the road, also having a spot of 
bother from his dog, is Paul Wiseman, 
whose Labrador Barney appears to be 
making a break for it. 

“He’s a wanderer,” says Paul of his 
pooch. “Labs are scent dogs, they tend to 
meander.” 

On the scent is something that runs in 
the Wiseman family, I discover. Paul is an 
investigator. The company he set up after 
took early retirement, Paul Wiseman 
Investigations, looks into fraud and theft 
within businesses. As part of his work he 
also works with companies to establish 
ethical anti-fraud policies and performs 
risk assessments on their business 
processes. 

“It is quite varied as a job,” he says. “If 
you are a company and you are looking to 
go into business with another company, 


for instance, you might want to know 
something about that company, and that 
is part of what I do. 

He continues: “There are a lot of 
crooks out there. Also if a business sus¬ 
pects there is a thief operating in their 
company, I can help. 

“I can help them go through the right 
processes and liaise with the police.” 

Paul adds: “Companies are more wary 
of costs, and because of close scrutiny of 
records, anything like theft or fraud is 
becoming more immediately evident.”

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Villagers 
back call 
for faster 
internet 

A COUNCILLOR has man¬ 
aged to get scores of people 
on board from his village to 
support the introduction of 
superfast broadband into 
the county. 

Whittington, near 

Oswestry, is in the top 25 of 
the highest responding com¬ 
munities in the county that 
have registered support for a 
faster internet service. 

Councillor Steve Charm- 
ley has been delivering 
leaflets to homes after he 
discovered Whittington will 
not benefit from a BT plan to 
invest £2.5 billion in bring¬ 
ing super-fast fibre-based 
broadband to two-thirds of 
the UK’s homes and busi¬ 
nesses by the end of 2014. 

The phone company said 
the village was not ‘commer¬ 
cially viable’. 

This means hope rests on 
Shropshire Council, which is 
working on the Connecting 
Shropshire campaign. It 
aims to help every home get 
access to the industry mini¬ 
mum standard of broadband 
by the end of 2015. 

Campaigners have been 
encouraging people to com¬ 
plete a short survey to prove 
there is demand by register¬ 
ing interest at www.connect- 
ingshropshire.co.uk 

The most recent figure for 
Whittington’s response is 
109, which is the equivalent 
of a 10 per cent response 
rate. This puts the commu¬ 
nity into the top 25 highest 
responding communities. 


Project to return historic 
hillfort to former glory 


AN historic hillfort in Oswestry could be 
returned to its former glory as a restoration 
project starts on the town landmark. 

Oswestry Hillfort, near to the town, is being tended to by 
English Heritage which has revealed it wants to try and 
bring it back to its former glory. 

It has a plan to restore the Hf)y Graham BrGGZG 
grassland and has created a __ 


programme for the grass¬ 
land which includes sheep 
grazing and the cutting of 
bracken and scrub. 

William DuCroz, from 
English Heritage, said the 
landmark was a ‘significant 
archaeological feature’ seen 
from many directions in the 
area. 

“In previous years the 
sheep have not grazed the 
land in late spring to enable 
the spring flowers to flour¬ 
ish,” he said. “However, this 
has meant that the vegeta¬ 
tion has grown and subse¬ 
quent grazing after July has 
not achieved the desired 
results. 

“This year there has been 
light grazing on the site 
throughout the spring and 
into the summer. The 


impact on the wildflowers is 
being monitored and the 
future grazing pattern will 
be kept under review.” 

The charity also wants 
residents in the area to help 
keep an eye on the hillfort to 
make sure it is being kept 
free of litter. 

“We are looking for a few 
people to be our eyes and 
ears for the hillfort and let 
us know if there are any 
problems on the site and also 
to help keep the place neat 
and tidy, clearing up litter.” 

He said the area was pop¬ 
ular with dog walkers and 
visitors.

Vice chairman Roger Date said: “What we 
have achieved is amazing and it’s all been 
done by volunteers. 

“We have received funding to get to our 
present position but opening the line as far as 
Gobowen will cost up to £3 million and as far 
as Llynclys will take the total to £10 million.

“We need more backing and to achieve our 
objectives we will need more public funding 
but at the moment we need to increase the 
number of volunteers. 

“We need everything from drivers and 
guards, to station staff, carpenters, engineers, 
electricians, gardeners, canteen staff and

public relations people. We currently have a 
fantastic group of people volunteering on a 
regular basis but there are never enough and 
we could achieve so much more if we could 
increase the numbers,” he added. 

Tourist 

“Seeing the track reopened to Gobowen 
would be a dream come true. It would enable 
us to re-link the town with national rail net¬ 
works and mean we could run regular connec¬ 
tions. 

“It would be a major destination tourist 
attraction for the area and serve the Park Hall 
Experience and the renowned Orthopaedic 
Hospital with a halt at Park Hall. 

“This would boost the numbers of visitors 
using the shops and other businesses in 


Oswestry, improve access to the Montgomery 
Canal, Llynclys Common, Llanymynech Her¬ 
itage Limeworks Area and a variety of nature 
reserves.” 

Activities are ongoing. Last weekend saw an 
outdoor play performed over three nights on 
the railway platform and on August 11 and 12 
a steam event special is planned alongside 
demonstrations from model engineers. 

On September 8 and 9, the society will be 
joining in the town’s Heritage Weekend and 
Santa Specials will be running throughout 
December. 

At Llynclys a family fun day is planned for 
July 15 and a teddy bear’s picnic on August 12. 
A Halloween event will take place on October 
27 and there will be Santa Specials on Decem¬ 
ber 9, 16 and 23. 


Oswestry was a railway town from the 
1860s until passenger services ended in 1966 
though quarry trains ran until 1988. 

Oswestry Station was formerly the head¬ 
quarters of the Cambrian Railways - a group 
that ran over 300 miles of track throughout 
Wales. The town had two stations - the Cam¬ 
brian Railways Station, part of which is still 
standing, and the GWR Station now Morri¬ 
son’s car park. 

Trains ran from Oswestry to many destina¬ 
tions, including Aberystwyth, Brecon, Llan- 
fyllin, Llangynog, Ellesmere, Whitchurch and 
Wrexham. Oswestry Station up-platform 
restoration began in 2011 and the island plat¬ 
form has been cleared. Since Easter 2011, pas¬ 
sengers have been able to board a train in the 
station for the first time since 1967.

Fire danger 
warning to 
those using 
chip pans 

RESIDENTS in the Welsh¬ 
pool area are being urged to 
take extra care when cook¬ 
ing after a number of call¬ 
outs to kitchen fires. 

Mid & West Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service said a 
number of incidents had 
happened in recent months 
including chip pan fires. 

Jim Cameron, corporate 
head of community risk 
reduction, said: “Having 
attended two chip pan fires 
in the past two days, we 
want to take this opportu¬ 
nity to remind people to take 
care when in the kitchen, 
especially when deep fat fry¬ 
ing chips. 

“Stay safe by getting a 
deep-fat fryer instead of 
using a chip pan. If you do 
choose to use a chip pan 
remember hot oil can catch 
fire very easily, and if it 
starts to smoke it is too hot 
and the heat should be 
turned off straight away. 

“Take extra care to make 
sure you don’t overfill your 
chip pan and be careful not 
to splash when putting the 
chips in the oil. Never leave 
any cooking unattended.”

which is aimed at getting 
patients home quicker. 

The move will make the 
hospital one of the country’s 
most efficient of its kind, the 
trust board was told. 

Consultant anaesthetist 
Dr John John told the board 
there had been a fundamen¬ 
tal change introduced over 
the last two years at the hos¬ 
pital on how hip and knee 
patients undergoing sur¬ 
gery received care. 

And he said the results 
had been shorter stays in 
hospital, improved patient 
recovery and financial sav¬ 
ings. 

Dr John explained Aus¬ 
tralian doctors pioneered 
the enhanced recovery tech¬ 
niques and two years ago the 
Gobowen-based hospital 
adopted many of them. But 
he said work was needed to 
make the hospital the coun¬ 
try’s leader in enhanced 
recovery techniques. 

He said: “It is one of the 
hottest topics in surgery at 
the moment. Now is the 
time to push on a get to the 
top of the list.” 

He said staff were using 
different techniques to 
ensure patients would 
recover quicker, including 
using different painkilling 
drugs, moves to reduce 
blood loss and using physio¬ 
therapy to allow patients to 
become mobile quickly after 
surgery. 

He said the results were 
significant and surgeons 
reported that twice as many 
hip patients were getting 
home within three days 
than before, and twice as 
many knee patients were 
getting out within four days. 

Trust board members 
have now agreed to expand 
the use of the enhanced 
recovery programme at the 
hospital.

grant. It spent £68 million on flood and 
coastal risk management two years ago and 
£53million last year, but it will fall to £37 
million in 2014/15. 

John Griffiths, environment minister, 
said: “While we have previously been in a 
position where budgets were increasing 
annually, this is now no longer the case. The 
UK spending review in October 2010 
resulted in a reduced budget for the Welsh 
Assembly. As a result, capital programmes 
such as that for flood and coastal erosion 
risk management have been significantly 
affected.” 

In 2010 the Environment Agency said 
funding to build and maintain defences 
against flooding by the sea and rivers would 
need to almost treble over 25 years. 

About one in five people in Wales are esti¬ 
mated to be at risk from all sources of flood¬ 
ing. The agency has said about 16,000 fewer 
properties were at the most serious level of 
risk thanks to spending over the last four 
years. 

With changes to the pattern of rainfall 
and rising sea levels expected, the Welsh 
Assembly says more frequent and severe 
flooding is likely in the future. 

Mr George said: “No-one should be under 
any illusion about the threat posed by flood¬ 
ing- particularly given recent events in Mid 
Wales. It is incumbent upon the govern¬ 
ment to take steps to alleviate the causes of 
flooding. Slashing funding is irrational.”

Hoist will 
help with 
disabled 
swimmers 

A NEW mobile hoist has 
been brought to help dis¬ 
abled people enjoy swim¬ 
ming sessions at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital.

The hoist has been paid 
for through fundraising by 
club members and with sup¬ 
port from Wrexham Disabil¬ 
ity Trust, Oswestry and 
District Community Sup¬ 
port Group, Llanyblodwel 
Mothers’ Union, Oswestry 
Ladies Probus Club and the 
hospital’s League of 
Friends. 

Many of the club members 
have undergone treatment 
at the hospital, and all mem¬ 
bers find the pool sessions 
help considerably with a 
wide range of medical condi¬ 
tions. 

Jill Cripps, club spokes¬ 
woman, said: “We already 
had a hoist supplied by the 
hospital but we are getting 
more very disabled swim¬ 
mers. 

“This will be more flexible 
and reduce waiting times at 
our weekly sessions.”

In partnership with Shropshire Star 
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Earl's funeral cortege travelled 
through town with estate staff

IT’S 60 years ago this year 
since the death of the Earl of 
Powis. He died at the age of 90 
at Powis Castle, Welshpool, on 
November 9, 1952, and the 
funeral cortege passed 
through the town. 

This photo comes from Bob Landers, 
of Shrewsbury, a retired police superin¬ 
tendent, whose father Major Jack Lan¬ 
ders was the head forester on the Powis 
estate. 

The cortege is in Mount Street passing 
the Old Talbot Inn. 

Those escorting the cortege are, from 
left, Walter Jones, the chief clerk in the 
estate office; Ted Lawry, head game- 
keeper at Lymore estate, Montgomery, 
which was owned by Lord Powis, and 
Arthur Andrews, head gardener at Powis 
Castle 

On the far side of the coffin, from left, 
are, back corner (only his head visible), 
unknown; Walter Taylor, head game- 
keeper at Powis Castle; behind the horse, 
Harry Lee, who was the butler at Powis 
Castle; extreme right, Major Jack Lan¬ 
ders, head forester. 

The man leading the horse was called 
Jones and was the waggoner. 

Judging by this photo, the funeral of 
the Earl at Christ Church, Welshpool, on 
November 12 may have been relatively 
low-key, and if that is true, a possible 
explanation is that there was simultane¬ 
ously a memorial service at St Mary’s 
Church, Shrewsbury, attended by a long 
list of public figures including Viscount 



Hill, Viscount Newport, Sir Offley Wake- 
man, and Sir Oliver Leese, to name just a 
few. 

The Earl of Powis, from the Herbert 
family, descended from Clive of India, 


was for 55 years Lord Lieutenant of 
Shropshire and was an outstanding fig¬ 
ure in public life in the county. In World 
War Two, he served in the Welshpool Bat¬ 
talion of the Home Guard. 


His life had its fair share of tragedy. 
Lady Powis died as a result of an accident 
while motoring from London to Welsh¬ 
pool in 1929. His elder son died during 
the Battle of the Somme while a captain 


in the Welsh Guards, and his younger son 
died in World War Two serving as a 
squadron leader in the RAF. 

The Earl bequeathed Powis Castle and 
its gardens to the National Trust.

TESTING the Vauxhall Astra 
Sports Tourer proved to be a big¬ 
ger surprise than expected. 

Because this isn’t just an extended 
Astra. In fact this model is a very good 
alternative to the many compact MPVs or 
4x4s on the market at the moment. 

And striking Sports Tourer branding 
makes this Vauxhall stand out in any com¬ 
pany meaning it is anything but the boring 
estate I was expecting to see arriving for test. 

The characteristics of the Astra have been 
cleverly transposed to the Sports Tourer. The 
slim, sharp “eagle-eye” headlight treatment, 



low and wide mounted indicator lights, com¬ 
bined with the wide, low radiator grille, make 
an immediate impact. 

Outwardly flowing lines that seamlessly 
bring the wing profile into the A pillars high¬ 
light dynamic sporting aerodynamics. 


The Astra Sports Tourer’s 165bhp 2.0-litre 
CDTi proved to be a powerful and extremely 
spacious number. 

Compared to some of its main competition 
Vauxhall re-sale prices are not noted as being 
up there with the best but I suspect the 
biggest market for this model will come from 
fleet business. 

It looks great inside and out with an attrac¬ 
tive cabin, built with good looking plastic. 
There’s impressive head and leg room up 
front and in the back where rear seat passen¬ 
gers soon expressed their impressed views. 

Seating 

Higher specification versions of the Sports 
Tourer are fitted with the FlexFold seating 
system allowing both sections of the 60/40 
split rear bench to be folded down at the 
touch of a button. 

With all of the rear seats folded down, the 
Sports Tourer gains a flat load floor and a 
total capacity of 1,550 litres. There’s a fur¬ 
ther 25-litres of space in cubbyholes and 
pockets doted around the cabin. 

There’s a wide range of engine options and 
trim levels and there’s an option list to sat¬ 
isfy just about all demands. 

Standard equipment on all Astras includes 
ESB six airbags, air conditioning, LED day¬ 
time running lights and electric windows.

You have to upgrade to Exclusive trim to 
add cruise control and stereo controls on the 
steering wheel, and to SE or SRi for standard 
alloy wheels. 

Other options include mood lighting, 
sports seats and adaptive front lights which 
adapt to the weather and road ahead. 

Vauxhall’s cabins are noted for their func¬ 
tional rather than futuristic set-ups and the 
Astra Tourer is no different - though the con¬ 
trols are well signposted and everything is 
where you would expect it to be which is not 
always the case these days. 

Where the Sports Tourer scores top marks 
is its smooth ride with a sharp responsive 
drive and plenty of grip though you have to 
remember this model is at the top of the 
range so you get what you pay for. 

The Astra’s suspension is silent, road noise 
well suppressed and the engine surprisingly 
quiet. 

You have to upgrade to Exclusive trim to 
add cruise control and stereo controls on the 
steering wheel, and to SE or SRi for standard 
alloy wheels. 

Vauxhall have got things right on the but¬ 
ton with the Sports Tourer and with big 
things expected at Ellesmere Port you can 
expect to see more and more Astras on the 
road.

The new Mercedes-Benz SL 63 AMG 


I DARE say that we all like the idea of 
owning a performance car - or at 
least a car with a little performance. 
Imagine being able to despatch a 
slow-moving caravan without hav¬ 
ing to wait for two miles of clear and 
straight road. 

But the flip side of proper performance can 
make a car a nightmare to live with: stiff ride, 
noise and a general lack of refinement are the 
classic issues. That’s not something your aver¬ 
age Mercedes-Benz customer is going to put up 
with, which is why the AMG version of its luxu¬ 
rious SL roadster has a difficult brief to achieve. 

ft needs to look fabulous, drive and ride with 
all the comfort of the standard SLs but at the 



same time have blistering performance and be a 
total hoot to drive hard. An SL AMG owner 
wouldn’t accept anything less. 

The first nod to this dual-purpose role is the 
engine. 

The badge might say ‘63’, but underneath 
that long bonnet is a twin-turbocharged 5.5- 
litre V8 already appearing in the higher end 
AMG models. 

If you’re familiar with the naturally aspirated 
6.3-litre unit though, I don’t blame you for 
being disappointed - that engine is an absolute 
delight. 

But it only took about two miles for all doubts 


to be dispelled. For starters, you’d never know 
it was turbocharged judging by the riotous noise 
it makes. 

Normally turbo engines have less of the beau¬ 
tiful exhaust noise, something the 6.3 was 
known for. But when you tread firmly on the 
accelerator, it sings and pops and snarls; not too 
much of course, this is still a Mercedes-Benz. 

It has 530bhp, which is a lot, as well as 
5901b.ft of torque. If you are some sort of mega¬ 
lomaniac and that’s not enough, you can plump 
for the AMG Performance Package, which 
bumps this up to 556bhp and 6641b.ft of torque. 
That also gets you a raised electronic speed lim¬ 
iter, from 155mph to 186mph. 

Those figures don’t quite illustrate just how 
rapidly the SL63 goes, though. 

It’s the torque that does it, providing instant 
urge right from tickover. 

It punches forward from rest, the seven- 
speed dual-clutch transmission shifting at the 
red line for you unless you use the paddles to 
shift yourself. 

But arguably more impressive is the way it 
continues to pile on speed relentlessly - what¬ 
ever speed you start at, you can add another big 
chunk in a matter of seconds. 

Before long, of course, you’ll find yourself pil¬ 
ing into a bend at speed, and where you might 
expect this unquestionably sizeable car to 
struggle, it somehow manages to surprise once 
again. 

It only takes a few tight bends for you to get 
a sense of it feeling much smaller than it actu¬ 
ally is; the aluminium bodyshell and suspension 
components that have helped to shave over 
lOOkgs compared to the outgoing car pay divi¬ 
dends. 

It turns in obediently, grips both at the front 
and rear and will power out with purpose. 

Start playing with the ESP settings and you 
can even play the hooligan - and the SL63 is 
happy to play along. 


And yet it never stops being a comfortable 
droptop grand tourer. 

It’s easy to dismiss the numerous settings for 
the suspension, gearbox, steering and engine as 
mere gimmickry, but the reality is you can set 
the car up to waft along, demanding almost 
nothing from you at all. 

Set the radar-guided cruise control on the 
motorway and you can cruise for hundreds of 
miles, settled in the multi-adjustable comfort¬ 
able seats, the audio system providing high- 
quality accompaniment and the noise levels 
impressively low. 

The biggest problem with the SL63 AMG is 
all the decisions you’ll have to make; perform¬ 
ance pack or not, the Magic Sky roof that gives 


■ a thing of beauty at around £100,000 

you shade or a clear view at the touch of a but¬ 
ton, or the ‘hands-free’ boot system that can be 
opened or closed with a kick under the rear 
bumper. 

You’ll want to take a little time with the 
colour and wheel combinations, too; in solid red 
the SL can look a little chunky, yet in the matte 
white finish with black wheels it is classy and 
even a little bit sinister...

Peugeot score with 
the super new 208 


Peugeot must be haunted by a 
car it hasn’t sold for decades 
and is now rare as hens’ teeth, 
with most of the five million 
made long banished to the 
scrapheap. 

The car was the modest hatchback 
205 and it proved one of those machines 
that get under your skin because they 
look good and are simply lovely to drive. 



The 206 and 207 that came after showed 
the 205 had been a hard act to follow and, 
although they sold in shed loads, never man¬ 
aged to make owners love them. 

Their successor, the 208 reviewed here, is 
tasked with banishing the 205’s ghost and 
must be the most eagerly anticipated new 
Peugeot in years. 

To live up to its high expectations the new 


baby has to pull off a dazzling trick: be as well 
equipped and well built as the best of current 
little hatchbacks (think Polo and Fiesta), yet 
as light and nimble on its feet as that original 
205 from 1983. 

First signs are promising. The car looks 
smartly sculpted on the outside and the inte¬ 
rior style and quality would be thought 
absurdly unattainable by someone tele¬ 
ported from the 1980s to today. 

Even small cars have to ooze class today 
and the 208 does, with expensive looking soft 
surfaces and, in most cars, a touch screen 
that will (later this year and for a subscrip¬ 
tion) tell you everything from the weather to 
the nearest car park. Satellite navigation is a 
modest £400 addition. 

But the biggest pointer to Peugeot’s deter¬ 
mination to make the 208 a game changer 
comes when you break out the tape measure 
and scales. For the car is smaller on the out¬ 
side, yet bigger inside than the 207 it replaces 
and, crucially, lighter too. 

Averaged across the range, it’s like heav¬ 
ing the weight of two grown men out of the 
car, with obvious beneficial effects on every¬ 
thing from performance and economy to 
(let’s hope) the way the car tackles corners 
and bumps. 

Showroom 

The five-door test car, in midrange Active 
trim, costs £12,795 and includes as standard 
manual air conditioning, alloy wheels and the 
multifunction touch screen. Prices of the new 
range start at £9,995 and extend to £18,495, 
although not many at either extreme are 
likely to hit the showroom. 

Under the newly shortened bonnet sit a 
range of already familiar petrol and diesel 
engines and a couple of petrol powered units 
we have not seen before. 

They have a mere three cylinders and are 
likely to prove the most popular engines, in

either 1.0 or 1.2 litre form. Three-cylinders for 
economy is becoming familiar territory among 
car makers the world over and in the 208 pro¬ 
duces an engine that feels happy to rev, with 
an engaging thrum and still showed 50mpg 
after a frustratingly constrained test drive of 
mainly stop/start city work and confined 
country lanes. 

The 81bhp 1.2 litre in the test car will pull 
the 208 to 109mph and scores a impressive, if 
unrealistic 62.8mpg in the official consump¬ 
tion test. You’ll pay no road tax the first year 
and a miserly £20 thereafter. 

And now to the controversial part of the 
208’s design, which Peugeot admits is a love- 
or-hate feature (most people like it, we’re 
told), in the nicely sculpted shape of the small¬ 
est steering wheel this side of a single seater 
racing car. 

It’s so tiny you look over it, not through, to 
read the instruments and for the first few 
miles it feels extremely odd. 

Then I began to enjoy the almost kart-like 
directness of the steering and forgot I was 
looking over the wheel to check progress on 
the clear digital speedometer. 

Some of the 208’s nimble feel comes from 


suspension firm enough to jar when the car 
hits a patch of badly mended road and I’d have 
gladly traded a little cornering ability for a 
touch more comfort. 

That niggle apart, the 208 is Peugeot’s most 
impressive effort for years. Not quite a 205 for 
the 21st century, but better in many ways that 
the older car could not have dreamed of.

Head sought 
for school 
in special 
measures 

A PRIMARY school near 
Minsterley is advertising for 
a new headteacher, months 
after it was placed in special 
measures.

She has 
since left the post. 

Paul Ellis, chairman of 
governors, added: “The staff 
and governors have set our¬ 
selves the goal of becoming 
one of the best primary 
schools in Shropshire and 
the feedback from Ofsted 
confirms we are on track. 

“Credit must go to our 
wonderful staff and espe¬ 
cially the leadership of our 
acting headteacher, Kirsty 
Foulkes, who share our 
vision and are working tire¬ 
lessly to bring it about.” 


Cancer patients rely on cash 
handouts to pay for clothes 


DOZENS of desperate cancer patients in Shropshire are having to rely 
on charity handouts to buy new clothes, a shocking new study 
reveals. 

Research from Macmillan Cancer Support shows that last year nearly half (43 per cent) 
of people in the county who received one of its grants needed it to pay for clothing after the 
disease caused changes in their weight or body shape. 

The charity gave out almost £10,000 in one-off payments to 74 cancer patients in Shrop¬ 
shire to use towards clothing. Across the UK, more than £2 million was shared between

Nationally, 48 per cent of grants awarded 
were for clothing - above other funding 
given out for support with other costs such 
as fuel bills or travel to hospital. 

Ciaran Devane, chief executive at 
Macmillan Cancer Support, said the figures 
illustrate the financial difficulties faced by 
many people who have the disease. 

“The sheer number of cancer patients 
turning to Macmillan for help towards 
clothing highlights just how much they 
struggle financially,” he said 

“Clothing is one of a number of hidden 
costs cancer patients are burdened with at a 
time when, on average, their income halves 
and their outgoings rocket. 

“Patients already have to deal with the 
physical changes to their bodies - they 
shouldn’t have the added stress of not being 
able to afford new clothes. 

“We urge any cancer patients who are 
struggling financially to contact our 
helpline to find what support is available.” 

Officials from the charity said new clothes 
are often needed by cancer sufferers due to 
the effects of the disease and treatment for 
it. Weight loss is one of the common symp¬ 
toms of cancer, while certain chemotherapy 
drugs, steroids, and hormonal therapies can 
cause weight gain.

TESTING the Vauxhall Astra 
Sports Tourer proved to be a big¬ 
ger surprise than expected. 

Because this isn’t just an extended 
Astra. In fact this model is a very good 
alternative to the many compact MPVs or 
4 x 4 s on the market at the moment. 

And striking Sports Tourer branding 
makes this Vauxhall stand out in any com¬ 
pany meaning it is anything but the boring 
estate I was expecting to see arriving for test. 

The characteristics of the Astra have been 
cleverly transposed to the Sports Tourer. The 
slim, sharp “eagle-eye” headlight treatment, 



low and wide mounted indicator lights, com¬ 
bined with the wide, low radiator grille, make 
an immediate impact. 

Outwardly flowing lines that seamlessly 
bring the wing profile into the A pillars high¬ 
light dynamic sporting aerodynamics.

The Astra Sports Tourer’s 165bhp 2.0-litre 
CDTi proved to be a powerful and extremely 
spacious number. 

Compared to some of its main competition 
Vauxhall re-sale prices are not noted as being 
up there with the best but I suspect the 
biggest market for this model will come from 
fleet business. 

It looks great inside and out with an attrac¬ 
tive cabin, built with good looking plastic. 
There’s impressive head and leg room up 
front and in the back where rear seat passen¬ 
gers soon expressed their impressed views. 

Seating 

Higher specification versions of the Sports 
Tourer are fitted with the FlexFold seating 
system allowing both sections of the 60/40 
split rear bench to be folded down at the 
touch of a button. 

With all of the rear seats folded down, the 
Sports Tourer gains a flat load floor and a 
total capacity of 1,550 litres. There’s a fur¬ 
ther 25-litres of space in cubbyholes and 
pockets doted around the cabin. 

There’s a wide range of engine options and 
trim levels and there’s an option list to sat¬ 
isfy just about all demands. 

Standard equipment on all Astras includes 
ESR six airbags, air conditioning, LED day¬ 
time running lights and electric windows.

You have to upgrade to Exclusive trim to 
add cruise control and stereo controls on the 
steering wheel, and to SE or SRi for standard 
alloy wheels. 

Other options include mood lighting, 
sports seats and adaptive front lights which 
adapt to the weather and road ahead. 

Vauxhall’s cabins are noted for their func¬ 
tional rather than futuristic set-ups and the 
Astra Tourer is no different - though the con¬ 
trols are well signposted and everything is 
where you would expect it to be which is not 
always the case these days. 

Where the Sports Tourer scores top marks 
is its smooth ride with a sharp responsive 
drive and plenty of grip though you have to 
remember this model is at the top of the 
range so you get what you pay for. 

The Astra’s suspension is silent, road noise 
well suppressed and the engine surprisingly 
quiet. 

You have to upgrade to Exclusive trim to 
add cruise control and stereo controls on the 
steering wheel, and to SE or SRi for standard 
alloy wheels. 

Vauxhall have got things right on the but¬ 
ton with the Sports Tourer and with big 
things expected at Ellesmere Port you can 
expect to see more and more Astras on the 
road.

Skoda has released further 
details of its fast-approach¬ 
ing Rapid compact saloon 
following a concept image 
some months ago. 

Sized in between the Fabia and 
Octavia, the Rapid aims to capture 
sales in a corner of the market it cur¬ 
rently doesn’t serve. 

It’s likely that it will end up sharing 


a lot of parts and technology with the 
Volkswagen Jetta. 

However, the Rapid is the first 
Skoda to showcase the next generation 
of the company’s styling. 

Despite being smaller in every direc¬ 
tion, it looks quite similar in propor¬ 
tions to a current generation Octavia, 
but with a nod towards the sort of 
straight-line architecture that the first 
Volkswagen-era Octavia used at its 
2001 release.

Great for you, your car and the environ¬ 
ment.

The Vauxhall Astra range 
has been sharpened up 
with more aggressive 
styling and a new hot diesel 
version of the three-door 
GTC. 

Prices for the facelifted range are to 
stay the same, with deliveries starting 
in September to coincide with the ‘62’ 
number plate. 


Both the five-door hatchback and 
Sports Tourer estate have a redesigned 
grille and a new lower bumper, along 
with new looks for the indicators and 
fog lights. 

The rear now features a chrome 
lower moulding and is styled to match 
the new front-end features. 

The Astra GTC BiTurbo packs a 
twin-turbo diesel engine with 192bhp 
and 2951b.ft of torque. It becomes the 
most powerful non-VXR Astra ever, 


using one smaller and one larger turbo 
to attempt to minimise turbo lag. 

Maximum torque is available 
between 1,750 and 2,500rpm, helping 
the GTC BiTurbo reach 62mph from 
rest in 7.8 seconds. Top speed is 
139mph. 

As for prices, the BiTurbo 195PS 
will cost an extra £995 over the GTC 
2.0 CDTi 165PS, but it does get unique 
standard equipment including differ¬ 
ent 18in wheels and interior styling. 
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Peugeot score with 
the super new 208 


Peugeot must be haunted by a 
car it hasn’t sold for decades 
and is now rare as hens’ teeth, 
with most of the five million 
made long banished to the 
scrapheap. 

The car was the modest hatchback 
205 and it proved one of those machines 
that get under your skin because they 
look good and are simply lovely to drive. 



The 206 and 207 that came after showed 
the 205 had been a hard act to follow and, 
although they sold in shed loads, never man¬ 
aged to make owners love them. 

Their successor, the 208 reviewed here, is 
tasked with banishing the 205’s ghost and 
must be the most eagerly anticipated new 
Peugeot in years. 

To live up to its high expectations the new 


baby has to pull off a dazzling trick: be as well 
equipped and well built as the best of current 
little hatchbacks (think Polo and Fiesta), yet 
as light and nimble on its feet as that original 
205 from 1983. 

First signs are promising. The car looks 
smartly sculpted on the outside and the inte¬ 
rior style and quality would be thought 
absurdly unattainable by someone tele¬ 
ported from the 1980s to today. 

Even small cars have to ooze class today 
and the 208 does, with expensive looking soft 
surfaces and, in most cars, a touch screen 
that will (later this year and for a subscrip¬ 
tion) tell you everything from the weather to 
the nearest car park. Satellite navigation is a 
modest £400 addition. 

But the biggest pointer to Peugeot’s deter¬ 
mination to make the 208 a game changer 
comes when you break out the tape measure 
and scales. For the car is smaller on the out¬ 
side, yet bigger inside than the 207 it replaces 
and, crucially, lighter too. 

Averaged across the range, it’s like heav¬ 
ing the weight of two grown men out of the 
car, with obvious beneficial effects on every¬ 
thing from performance and economy to 
(let’s hope) the way the car tackles corners 
and bumps. 

Showroom 

The five-door test car, in midrange Active 
trim, costs £12,795 and includes as standard 
manual air conditioning, alloy wheels and the 
multifunction touch screen. Prices of the new 
range start at £9,995 and extend to £18,495, 
although not many at either extreme are 
likely to hit the showroom. 

Under the newly shortened bonnet sit a 
range of already familiar petrol and diesel 
engines and a couple of petrol powered units 
we have not seen before. 

They have a mere three cylinders and are 
likely to prove the most popular engines, in

either 1.0 or 1.2 litre form. Three-cylinders for 
economy is becoming familiar territory among 
car makers the world over and in the 208 pro¬ 
duces an engine that feels happy to rev, with 
an engaging thrum and still showed 50mpg 
after a frustratingly constrained test drive of 
mainly stop/start city work and confined 
country lanes. 

The 81bhp 1.2 litre in the test car will pull 
the 208 to 109mph and scores a impressive, if 
unrealistic 62.8mpg in the official consump¬ 
tion test. You’ll pay no road tax the first year 
and a miserly £20 thereafter. 

And now to the controversial part of the 
208’s design, which Peugeot admits is a love- 
or-hate feature (most people like it, we’re 
told), in the nicely sculpted shape of the small¬ 
est steering wheel this side of a single seater 
racing car. 

It’s so tiny you look over it, not through, to 
read the instruments and for the first few 
miles it feels extremely odd. 

Then I began to enjoy the almost kart-like 
directness of the steering and forgot I was 
looking over the wheel to check progress on 
the clear digital speedometer. 

Some of the 208’s nimble feel comes from 


suspension firm enough to jar when the car 
hits a patch of badly mended road and I’d have 
gladly traded a little cornering ability for a 
touch more comfort. 

That niggle apart, the 208 is Peugeot’s most 
impressive effort for years. Not quite a 205 for 
the 21st century, but better in many ways that 
the older car could not have dreamed of.

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It's like America on wheels 



BRAWN in the USA - and now it’s 
here in the UK, too. Chevrolet’s 
iconic muscle car, the Camaro, is 
heading for these shores. 

It’s as American as chewing gum or Coca 
Cola, and the General Motors company is cer¬ 
tain its limited number of imports will prove 
just as popular with devotees here, even 
though it’s only available as a left-hand drive. 

Like the skies of Texas, the Camaro is big: 
a four-seater powered by a 6.2 litre V8 and 
wide enough to comfortably cater for driver 
and passengers who’ve over-indulged on their 
favourite burgers. 

It still looks sleek, though, and most defi¬ 
nitely has presence. It has performance, too. 
The automatic version I drove does 0 to 
62mph in 5.4 seconds and will go on to an elec¬ 
tronically limited 155mph. 

The manual version is a little quicker still, 
but probably not enough to be noticeable in 
everyday use. On the other hand the price is 
that it’s a bit thirstier and produces more 
emissions (which means more road tax).. 

At £36,495 (or £41,495 for the convertible) 
it’s also something of a bargain in the world 
of four-seat supercars. 

Testing 

First impressions of the Camaro is that it’s 
typically Amercian, as you move off with that 
characteristic V8 rumble. But you soon notice 
something has changed, thanks to a suspen¬ 
sion system specifically developed for Euro¬ 
pean roads thanks to extensive testing at the 
famous Nurburgring. 

Instead of the ship in a storm roll of Amer¬ 
ican cars of old, the Camaro feels stiff, taut 
and dynamic for positive handling to match 
its performance. Most surprising is that the 
steering feels race car direct - allowing the 
driver to feel every nuance in the road surface 
- yet the ride is still luxury car compliant. 

It’s rewarding for the enthusiastic driver 
without upsetting your passengers who might 
not be so keen on sporting cars (and are sit¬ 
ting in the wrong seat to enjoy it anyway). 

Stabiliser bars front and rear keep the car

flat through fast corners, aiding roadholding 
and passenger comfort. 

I was fortunate enough to test drive the 
Camaro on a non-typical British summer’s 
day (the sun was shining) and so did the 
entire route with the top down. That at least 
proved the windscreen was angled in just the 
right way to keep the wind blast off the car’s 
occupants, while still providing a gentle cool 
breeze like natural air conditioning. 

It seems that the new suspension system 


developed for Europe is now so popular it’s 
being offered across the Atlantic, too. 

The big V8 has almost 400bhp on tap, and 
produces a whopping 556Nm of torque, the 
key to its smooth and convincing perform¬ 
ance. While it’s clearly not a car for the econ¬ 
omy-minded, it does have a feature which 
actually shuts down four of the eight cylin¬ 
ders while running at light throttle settings 
to save some of that liquid gold. 

The Camaro is a four-seater, with two big, 


electrically-adjustable armchairs in the front 
and room for two adults in the rear. I drove 
the convertible version, and like most of its ilk 
that doesn’t leave a lot of boot space once the 
roof is folded down - perhaps enough for one 
set of golf clubs or a couple of weekend bags. 

Like most sporting cars, the Camero seems 
to have instruments for just about everything 
including tyre pressure monitor, fuel con¬ 
sumption and trip information. 

It is also the first car in its class to have a 
HUD (head up display) which constantly proj¬ 
ects your speed in big, clear figures on the 
windscreen before your eyes. I didn’t find it in 
the least distracting, but very useful on the 
Warwickshire’s rural roads where speed lim¬ 
its seems to change every few hundred yards. 

Chevrolet only plans to bring 200 Camaros 
a year to these shores, and is confident it 
won’t have any trouble in selling them all. 

That doesn’t surprise me, as the Camaro 


has been a motoring icon for 45 years and 
where once it may have appeared on posters 
on the bedroom walls of Britain, now a new 
generation knows the name and the legend 
through its starring role in a host of computer 
games.

As always you’ll want one 
of the bigger wheel options 
to get the best look, but it 
has class and presence to 
spare. 

Then you climb inside, 
and where you would expect 
an Audi to be particularly 
strong, the new A3 manages 
to be even better than that. 

Compared to the last ver¬ 
sion the latest A3 has a more 
pared-back dashboard, with 
just a thin strip of switches 
across the centre of the dash 
sitting above the air condi¬ 
tioning controls. 

In pride of place in the 
centre of the dash is a large 
and attractive colour moni¬ 
tor. Like much of the new kit 
in here it gives the impres¬ 
sion of being taken from an 
Audi further up the pecking 
order - contributing to the 
feel-good factor greatly. 

The other tasty inheri¬ 
tance is the touchpad device 
for the Multi Media Inter¬ 
face. 

Trace 

First seen on the A8 
saloon, this allows the 
driver to trace letters and 
numbers to input sat-nav 
destinations or telephone 
numbers. 

But new to the A3 is that 
this touchpad now sits in 
the centre of the large con¬ 
trol wheel; a clever alter¬ 
ation that cleans up the 
space around the gearlever 
and avoids unnecessary 
clutter while still packing in 
loads of features. 

And of course the materi¬ 
als used are first rate and it 
is all put together beauti¬ 
fully. 

Don’t forget this is where 
you’ll spend most of your 
time, and the A3’s cabin is 
welcoming, comfortable and 
a pleasure to use. 

There’s plenty of sub-

stance to go with the elegant 
wrapping, as the new A3 has 
a longer wheelbase and is a 
fraction wider than before 
yet weighs as much as 80kg 
less thanks to an aluminium 
bonnet and front wings. 

Underpinning all that is a 
new chassis that is lighter 
and stiffer than before, 
while the impressive mix of 
petrol and diesel engines are 
either new to A3 or revised. 

One of the most popular 
engine choices will be the 
1.8-litre TFSI unit, and 
despite not being billed as 
such it is actually some¬ 
thing of a discreet hot 
hatch. 

With 178bhp and 1841b.ft 
of torque performance is 
not in short supply; 0- 
62mph takes only 7.2 sec¬ 
onds and the top speed of 
144mph should cover most 
eventualities. 

That performance is 
delivered with slick assur¬ 
ance, with a broad spread of 
torque and effortless accel¬ 
eration available with just a 
gentle squeeze of the accel¬ 
erator. 

Pair it with either the six- 


speed manual or seven- 
speed dual clutch DSG and 
the A3 can cruise, potter or 
blast with complete ease. 

Yet thanks to the weight 
saving and efficiency meas¬ 
ures the combined fuel con¬ 
sumption figure of 50.4mpg 
and 130g/km are hugely 
impressive in their own 
right, never mind compared 
to the performance figures. 

And the way the A3 
behaves on the road is a 
reflection of the car as 
whole; controlled, refined 
and unflappable. 

The steering is unde¬ 


manding when cruising but 
accurate and sufficiently 
communicative when press¬ 
ing on, and the ride quality 
even on sports suspension is 
firm but comfortable. 

Push hard and the A3 is 
safe and predictable, but 
there is fun to be had if the 
mood takes you. 

You could say that the 
new A3 doesn’t represent a 
giant leap forward from the 
old car, but the truth is it 
makes significant strides in 
all the important areas to 
give an overall package that 
is very hard tofault.

THE man who has made mod¬ 
ern Kias look so smart had 
almost nothing to do with the 
car that made everyone sit up 
and take notice of the com¬ 
pany back in 2007. 

The original Kia cee'd (sorry, but that's 
how the Korean maker writes the name) 
arrived about the same time as Bavarian 
Peter Schreyer took charge of the look of 
future models. 

Didn't stop the original selling like fer¬ 
mented Korean vegetables in Seoul, 
though, with 450,000 sold in Europe - 
55,000 of them in the UK. 

A big part of the car's success came 
from being designed and built in Europe 
and sold only on this continent. Earlier 
cars from the Far East had suffered from 
looking and feeling wrong when down¬ 
loaded to a road in, say, deepest 
Northamptonshire. 

Modern 

If that first Slovakian-built cee'd didn't 
look especially standout it at least looked 
a lot like other European competitors in a 
restrained, modern sort of way. 

The new cee'd you see here takes the 
game on, with Schreyer's distinctive 
slashes and swoops lending the car the air 
of something designed with the help of a 
high-wielded sword. 

It looks dramatic and utterly up to date 
and stands comparison to any of its com¬ 
petitors, from Focus to Astra (which 
comes closest to the cee'd's looks). 

Move inside the body, made a little 
longer, lower and narrower this time, and 
you're faced with a dashboard that's a bit 
unrelentingly black, but saved by a mix of 
textures and an obvious attention to fit 
and finish. 


The bits you don't see are uprated use¬ 
fully, so there's a bit more power and 
economy nudges up a tad across the 
range, which includes 1.4 and 1.6 litre 
petrol and diesel engines and, for the first 
time, the option of a bang up to date dou¬ 
ble clutch automatic gearbox. 

Prices range from £14,395 for a cee'd 
with 1.4 litre petrol engine in T trim to a 
heady £23,795 for a 1.6 diesel with auto¬ 
matic gears and in top spec '4 Tech' trim 
that includes sat nav and the ability to 
parallel-park itself without the driver 
touching the steering wheel. 

Kia thinks the most popular new cee'd 
will be the model you see here, with 
126bhp diesel power and in '2' trim, which 
adds goodies like alloy wheels, cruise con¬ 
trol, reversing sensors, electrically fold¬ 
ing and heated door mirrors to a base car 
spec that comes with air con, remote cen¬ 
tral locking, front electric windows and i- 
Pod compatible sound system. 

Also fitted to the test car was 
adjustable-effort steering, with normal, 


very light or sportingly firm available at 
the push of a button. I reckoned normal 
was fine and Kia could save cash and ditch 
the choices. 


That might free funds to make the red 
on black figures of the trip computer 
more readable in sunlight. The high defi¬ 
nition display on the top '4' spec cars is a 
delight by comparison, but you have to 
upgrade to get it. 

Still, that's a minor niggle from a car 
that otherwise impressed greatly (and 
returned 59mpg on a still tight engine on 
my test route). 

The new cee'd rides quietly and irons 
out the bumps and everything a driver 
needs, from clutch and gears to steering 
and brakes, works with a smoothness 
that takes the bother out of driving. 

And with 122mph potential and the 
sprint to 62mph polished off in 11.5 sec¬ 
onds, it's no slouch. It might better an 
unrealistic 74mpg in the European tests 
all car makers must submit to, but a likely 
daily average around 60mpg promises 
well. 

I thought the 1.6 litre petrol powered 
car was the pick of the cee'ds, with a 
lighter feel and lots of go when encour¬ 
aged to rev. But I wouldn't say no to the 
diesel. Either way, the seven year or 
100,000 mile warranty shows a deep faith 
it the cee'd longevity from its maker. 



Powering you along in luxury 



I dare say that we all like 
the idea of owning a per¬ 
formance car - or at least 
a car with a little per¬ 
formance. Imagine being 
able to despatch a slow- 
moving caravan without 
having to wait for two 
miles of clear and 
straight road. 

But the flip side of proper per¬ 
formance can make a car a night¬ 
mare to live with: stiff ride, noise 
and a general lack of refinement are 
the classic issues. That’s not some¬ 
thing your average Mercedes-Benz 
customer is going to put up with, 
which is why the AMG version of its 
luxurious SL roadster has a difficult 
brief to achieve. 

It needs to look fabulous, drive 
and ride with all the comfort of the 
standard SLs but at the same time 
have blistering performance and be 
a total hoot to drive hard. An SL 
AMG owner wouldn’t accept any¬ 
thing less. 

The first nod to this dual-purpose 
role is the engine. 

The badge might say ‘63’, but 
underneath that long bonnet is a 
twin-turbocharged 5.5-litre V8 
already appearing in the higher end 
AMG models. 

If you’re familiar with the natu¬ 
rally aspirated 6.3-litre unit though, 
I don’t blame you for being disap¬ 
pointed - that engine is an absolute 
delight. 

But it only took about two miles 


for all doubts to be dispelled. For 
starters, you’d never know it was 
turbocharged judging by the riotous 
noise it makes. 

Normally turbo engines have less 
of the beautiful exhaust noise, 
something the 6.3 was known for. 
But when you tread firmly on the 
accelerator, it sings and pops and 
snarls; not too much of course, this 
is still a Mercedes-Benz. 

It has 530bhp, which is a lot, as 
well as 5901b.ft of torque. If you are 
some sort of megalomaniac and 
that’s not enough, you can plump 
for the AMG Performance Package, 
which bumps this up to 556bhp and 
6641b.ft of torque. That also gets you 
a raised electronic speed limiter, 
from 155mph to 186mph. 

Those figures don’t quite illus¬ 
trate just how rapidly the SL63 goes, 
though. 

Instant 

It’s the torque that does it, pro¬ 
viding instant urge right from tick- 
over. 

It punches forward from rest, the 
seven-speed dual-clutch transmis¬ 
sion shifting at the red line for you 
unless you use the paddles to shift 
yourself. 

But arguably more impressive is 
the way it continues to pile on speed 
relentlessly - whatever speed you 
start at, you can add another big 
chunk in a matter of seconds. 

Before long, of course, you’ll find 
yourself piling into a bend at speed, 
and where you might expect this 
unquestionably sizeable car to 
struggle, it somehow manages to 
surprise once again. 

It only takes a few tight bends for 
you to get a sense of it feeling much 
smaller than it actually is; the alu-

minium bodyshell and suspension 
components that have helped to 
shave over lOOkgs compared to the 
outgoing car pay dividends. 

It turns in obediently, grips both 
at the front and rear and will power 
out with purpose. 

Start playing with the ESP set¬ 
tings and you can even play the 
hooligan - and the SL63 is happy to 
play along. 

And yet it never stops being a 
comfortable droptop grand tourer. 

It’s easy to dismiss the numerous 
settings for the suspension, gear¬ 
box, steering and engine as mere 
gimmickry, but the reality is you 
can set the car up to waft along, 
demanding almost nothing from 
you at all. 

Set the radar-guided cruise con¬ 
trol on the motorway and you can 
cruise for hundreds of miles, settled 
in the multi-adjustable comfortable 
seats, the audio system providing 
high-quality accompaniment and 
the noise levels impressively low. 

The biggest problem with the 
SL63 AMG is all the decisions you’ll 


have to make; performance pack or 
not, the Magic Sky roof that gives 
you shade or a clear view at the 
touch of a button, or the ‘hands¬ 
free’ boot system that can be 
opened or closed with a kick under 
the rear bumper. 

You’ll want to take a little time 
with the colour and wheel combi¬ 
nations, too; in solid red the SL can 
look a little chunky, yet in the 
matte white finish with black 


wheels it is classy and even a little 
bit sinister... 

So what began as a difficult brief 
actually turned in to the recipe for 
the perfect high-performance 
roadster. 

The SL is tremendously fast, 
involving and satisfying, and yet it 
can soothe away your troubles and 
despatch you to your destination 
with total ease. .Ml you need to do 
is pay for it.

TOWN will continue to take 
a prudent approach to 
strengthening their squad, 
according to manager Gra¬ 
ham Turner, who admitted 
he’s been taken aback by 
some of the money being 
offered to new recruits by 
other lower division clubs. 

Turner insisted that he 
and chairman Roland 
Wycherley were in agree¬ 
ment that Shrewsbury 
would only ever splash out 
on signings which suited the 
club financially, an attitude 
much in contrast to what he 
labelled “boom and bust 
clubs” elsewhere. 

“It’s obvious here that the 
chairman runs a tight ship 
and I agree with that philos¬ 
ophy,” said Turner. 

“What you need to do is 
leave the club in a better 
shape than you found it in 
and the chairman’s going to 
do that without a shadow of 
doubt - and I hope it’s a long 
time before he does leave it. 

“I hope I do the same and 
that the club’s in a far better 
shape when I leave it than I 
found it. 

“That’s the quality of the 
playing staff, the quality of 
the players coming through 
the system and the position 
in the Football League. 
That’s the target and what 
we’re working towards.” 

As for some of the lavish 
contracts being offered by 
other clubs, Turner admit¬ 
ted it had taken him by sur¬ 
prise. 

He added: “It doesn’t take 
a genius to work out from 
the players that are being 
signed that the boom and 
bust clubs are here again 
and I think there’s a few of 
them about. 

“We’ve tried to sign a 
number of players who have 
gone to some of the boom 
clubs at the moment. 

“You hope in 18 months, 
two years’ time, it doesn’t all 
finish in tears for them 
because I can’t understand 
how some of the clubs can 
afford the contracts they are 
handing out.”

RESERVE League football will be back on 
the menu at the Greenhous Meadow this 
season after Graham Turner opted to rein¬ 
state Shrewsbury Town in the Central 
League after a 12-month break. 

Town concentrated on a series of behind- 
closed-doors games for their fringe players 
last season but Turner has been suitably 
impressed by the new criteria required by 
the Central League for Shrewsbury to make 
a swift return.

We’ve also got 
the scholars, the youth players, who need to 
progress and need to be playing at a decent 
level so they’ll benefit from it.”

Turner delight as Meadow men shape up for action 


GRAHAM TURNER insists he’s 
encouraged how his new-look 
Shrewsbury Town squad is begin¬ 
ning to take shape, writes STU¬ 
ART DUNN. 

This week’s arrivals of Luke 
Summerfield and Rob Purdie took 
Turner’s summer signings to six, 
with the promise of more to swiftly 
follow through the Greenhous 
Meadow entrance door. 

The Town squad report for the 
start of pre-season training today, 
with boss Turner pleased with the 
quality of his close season recruits 
ahead of an assault on League One. 

“I think we’ve got the makings 
of a side that is capable of doing 
okay in there,” said Turner. “We’ll 
work hard in pre-season and we’ll 


continue the theme of wanting to 
pass the ball. 

“We’ve done that successfully 
over the last couple of seasons and 
one of the criteria of the players 
we’re bringing in is that they’ve 
got to be comfortable on the ball. 

“I’ve got to say what we’ve 
signed so far I’ve been delighted 
with.” 

Resolving the goalkeeping 
department now tops Turner’s 
agenda with still no indication 
from last season’s first choice 
Chris Neal whether he plans to 
commit his future to the club. 

“I certainly hope to get one in (a 
keeper) before pre-season starts, 
but even if we don’t it’s not a des¬ 
perate situation,” said the boss, 


who has a number of targets in 
mind. 

“The phone gets hotter from 
agents now. They’re not beginning 
to get desperate but there’s a bit 
more urgency about them as their 
players haven’t yet got fixed up 
with a club. 

Realistic 

“There are some good players 
out there. It’s coming more down 
to what we think are realistic fig¬ 
ures on contracts rather than what 
the agents and players were think¬ 
ing earlier in the close season.” 

Turner added he was pleased to 
snap up both midfield playmarker 
Summerfield, 24, and utility man 
Purdie, 29. 


Summerfield, who arrives fresh 
from an excellent season for Chel¬ 
tenham in League Two, has close 
links with the club - dad Kevin is a 
former Shrewsbury player and 
coach. 

Summerfield junior had a brief 
trial at the Meadow last summer 
and Turner kept close tabs him. 

He said: “I don’t think he was 
totally fit at the start of last season. 
We looked at him in one of the pre¬ 
season games here and I just felt he 
looked a little bit short. 

“He obviously got himself fitter 
and he had an outstanding season 
for Cheltenham. At 24 with his 
background of having played in the 
Championship I think he’s a good 
acquisition for us.” 


Turner added the versatility of 
Purdie attracted him to a player 
who was voted player of the year by 
Hereford fans as they slipped out 
of the Football League last season. 

“I made a modest bid to bring 
him in last January for our run- 
in,” he said. 

“He’s got that energy and 
enthusiasm for the game. Whether 
he starts or is on the bench, he can 
make a difference to things.” 

Three of the new recruits come 
to the Meadow as award winners 
last season. Apart from Purdie, 
defender Darren Jones swept the 
board in the player of the year 
stakes at Aldershot and Summer- 
field was named players’ player of 
the year at Cheltenham. 


TAYLOR CONFIDENT 
IN STARS OF FUTURE 


ENGLAND Lions captain Jimmy Taylor reckons Shrews¬ 
bury Cricket Club can continue to develop stars of the 
future after his first appearance for the London Roaders 
for six years.

with Taylor predicting a 
bright future for the likes of 
Shrewsbury’s England 
under-16 captain Ed 
Barnard.

“I know he’s got some 
great skills with the ball,” 
said Taylor. 

“I haven’t seen what he 
can do with the bat but I 
know he’s got a good head on 
his shoulders and for his age 
he seems very mature. He’s 
a good talent. 

“We’ve got some good 
players here in Shrewsbury 
and a young squad.” 

While the outcome was 
not what Taylor wanted last 
Saturday, the Trent Bridge 
ace, who made his senior 
England debut last summer, 
outlined his affection for 
Shrewsbury, forged during 
his time as a pupil at 
Shrewsbury School. 

Taylor, 22, said: “I love 
this place and it’s really 
close to me heart. I love

“I loved the one year I had 
playing here when I was 
younger so it’s great to be 
involved and back in the mix. 

“I try and keep in touch 
with the lads whenever I can 
and this season hopefully 
I’m going to try and get 
down a couple more times if 
the schedule allows me to. 

“When I was at Leicester¬ 
shire, unfortunately I could¬ 
n’t play for Shrewsbury 
because they wanted me to 
play in the Leicestershire 
Premier League.

Taylor agreed that much 
has happened since he last 
turned out for Shrewsbury 
as a precocious 16-year-old 
with his main ambition now 
forcing his way into the Eng¬ 
land team.

Taylor admitted he was 
disappointed to be over¬ 
looked in favour of York¬ 
shire’s Johnny Bairstow for 
the recent Test series 
against the West Indies, but 
he knows he still has every¬ 
thing to gain. 

“I would be lying if I said I 
was not disappointed, but 
that happens and they felt 
Johnny was the right guy for 
the position,” he added. 

Taylor’s busy weekend 
back in Shrewsbury at least 
ended on a positive note. 

He struck an unbeaten 
half century to help Shrews¬ 
bury Saracens, a team of Old 
Salopians, beat Whitgift 
Mitres by eight wickets at 
Shrewsbury School to reach 
the third round of the Crick¬ 
eter Cup on Sunday.
